Writ of Errour is brought by Sir William Xilligrew of a Judgment given againſt 
him in the Commor-Pleas, and affirmed in the Xing s-Bench in an Action of Co- 
venant which Sir WiJiam Kil/izrew brought againſt the ſaid George Sayer, on an 
Agreement between them for the Office of Vice-Chamberlain to the Queeg- 

Dowager ; al made and written with Mr. Sayer s own hand in theſe words following, viz. 
This is to declare That I George Sayer Eſquire, have by her Majeſtie's conſent and ap= 
probation as followeth ; agreed with Sir Wi/;am #Xi/l;grew for his Vice-Chamberlain's 
Place: And that he the ſaid Sir William Killigrew, 7s, during his Natural Life, by my 
Agreement, and with her Majeſtie's Conſent, to Hold, Have, and Enjoy, and Receive 
the whole Profits of his ſaid Vice Chamberlam's P lace, as fully as himſelf now doth hold the 
ſame (that is to ſay) two Hundred Poundsa Year per Amr. from her Majeſty by Pen- 
ſion during his Life ; and alſo his yearly New-Years Gifts of One Hundred and 
Twenty Pounds per Ann. for his Life ; and alſo his yearly Fee and Livery, being Sixty 
Six Pounds per Ann. And alſo his Sallary Board-Wages from the Cofferer's-O ce, of 
One Hundred and Thirty Pounds p:r Anz. In all ammounting unto the Sum of 
Five Hundred and Sixteen Pounds per Amy. or near it. - Al which, I do Engage my 
ſelf that Sir William Killigrew ſhall Have, and Receive, and Enjoy during his Natural 
Life. And I am to receive no part thereot un:il after his Death : And I do alfo 
agree to lend the faid Sir William Xi/ligrew for his Life, the uſe of his Lodgiogs at 
Sommerſet- Houſe, over the Coach-Houſes. In Witneſs whereof, I have hereunto ſet 


my Hand and Seal, this 27th day of Fuly, 1682. 
George Sayer, 


Sir William Xilligrew reſigned this Office, chiefly in regard of his Great Age, be- 
ing now above Eighty Five Tears Old, and hath but a very ſmall Subſiſtance tor him- 
telf, and Families, beſides this Sallary ; having ſpent a very great Eſtate in the Ser- 
vice of the Royal-Family. 

Mr. Sayer hath ever ſince the ſaid Agreement enjoyed the ſaid Place, and greatly 
enriched himſelf thereby. 7 

Sir William Killigrew, after all manner of application in an amicable way, having 
been able to obtain no Redreſs, 1s driven to his Action at Law. 

In the Common-Pteas Judgment was obtained, without any Argument on Sir Wi/- 
liam Killigrew's behalt. 

In the Xing's- Bench there were different Opinions among the Judges, relating to 
the Form only of the Proceeding ; whereon Judgment was given. 

No Judge whatſoever, did ever deliver any Opinion, that the faid Agreement was 
invalid in Law. 

Upon the whole Matter, of the Nature and Merits of this Cauſe ; it now reſteth in 
the Judgment and Power of your Lordſhips to give that Judgment, which rhe Courts 
below ſhould have given for Sir William Killigrew.
